No formal action will be taken 
against Achieving for Children 
staff members that 
sparked a huge abduc 
tion scare against its 
own staff. 

An internal investi¬ 
gation was launched 
in March when staff 
members were mis¬ 
takenly reported to 
police after trying to con 
duct a survey of children 
from a van outside Richard 
Challoner School and the 
Krispy Kreme doughnut 
shop, pictured, in 
New Malden. 

The non-profit com¬ 
pany blamed a “com¬ 
munications lapse” that 
saw schoolchildren 
lured into a van to an¬ 
swer questions about 
what they did in their leisure 
time. 

The gaffe drew heavy 
criticism from Richard 



Challoner’s deputy headteacher 
Sean Binns. 

At the time he said that 
the process went 
“against all the safe¬ 
guarding and child 
protection protocols 
and advice they 
would have been 
given.” 

Councillor Andrea 
Craig, pictured, who has 
responsibility for education 
and skills, said: “Achieving for 
Children has concluded its 
investigation into the 
communications lapse 
that resulted in this 
incident. 

“They found that 
no formal action 
needed to be taken 
against any staff. 
However, new commu¬ 
nications processes have 
been put in place to ensure, as 
far as possible, there is no 
repetition.” 



Shock as 
Chew leaves 
post 

Achieving for Children’s former 
social care boss Sylvia Chew was 
dismissed from her new job at 
Reading Council after “serious 
concerns” about her 
performance. 

Mrs Chew left AfC in June this 
year after almost three years with 
the company to take up the direc¬ 
tor of children, education and 
early help services in Reading. 

She was sacked this month after 
just four months in the role. 

Kingston Councillor Margaret 
Thompson, opposition 
spokeswoman for children’s so¬ 
cial care and health, said: “I just 
could not believe it when I heard. 

“Sylvia did an absolutely won¬ 
derful job here and I could not 
fault her performance. 

“No one knows what has hap¬ 
pened. We will have to wait for 
the Reading report to come out.” 


Children’s services 
are under fire

The company running children’s 
services in Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond overspent by £1.5m last 
year despite a plan stating it 
would bring in £6m of extra busi¬ 
ness by commissioning out its 
services to other councils. 

Community interest company 
Achieving for Children (AfC) 
also faces having to make £4m 
worth of cuts from its £107m 
budget over the next two years. 

Despite the huge overspend 
and looming budget cuts, coun¬ 
cillors said they were “im¬ 
pressed” with AfC’s 
performance during Kingston 
Council’s adult and children’s 
committee last Wednesday 
night. 

Councillor Julie Pickering 
said: “AfC are in a tough posi¬ 
tion, but so is everyone. 

“We have to make a 40 per cent 
cut in services across the board. 

“As much as [AfC] are trying to 
make savings the amount we 
need to spend is rising. 

“This is AfC’s first year and it 
seems to be streamlining ser¬ 
vices and it is starting to expand 
its services to make money. It is 
tough for everyone at the 
moment.” 

The company, which launched 
in April 2014, is funded equally 
by Kingston and Richmond 
councils.

“I have noticed that more money 
seems to be being spent in Rich¬ 
mond. They are, of course, a big¬ 
ger borough, but we need to 
make sure we are getting a fair 
deal.” 

Elizabeth Brandhill from AfC 
said: “The journey for AfC is an 
ongoing learning experience. 

“We are constantly identifying 
some of the bureaucracies and 
[ways to save money].” 

MP for Kingston and Surbiton 
James Berry said: “In the com¬ 
ing weeks I will be making sure 
Kingston taxpayers are getting a 
fair deal.” 

The Kingston Guardian has ap¬ 
proached AfC - through the 
council that handles its press en¬ 
quiries - since April to see AfC’s

A number of requests have 
gone unanswered, including di¬ 
rect emails to AfC’s £150,000-a- 
year chief executive Nick 
Whitfield. 

The company accounts were 
published on the Kingston Coun¬ 
cil website last week. 

Kingston Liberal Democrat 
leader Liz Green said: “I am in 
support of AfC broadly. 

“The fact they don’t answer 
press enquires may be more 
to do with the personalities 
involved.”

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Your Pet 

and the Signs of Ageing 


It can sometimes be 
hard to notice the signals 
that indicate your pet is 
getting older. However, 
given that you know your pet 
better than anyone else you will 
be best-placed to pick up on the signs of ageing in your 
companion, if you are aware of what to look for. 

Which signs may be noticeable? 

Activity 

Some older pets will have less vitality and may find it difficult to 
perform activities that used to be easy for them. Ageing pets will 
often sleep more. Dogs may lose interest in their toys or show 
less enthusiasm when out for walks, where cats may be more 
reluctant to go outside and be less inclined to jump up or down 
from high surfaces. If you do notice any changes in your pet’s 
activity with age, it is always worth taking your pet to the vet for a 
joint check. Joint sensitivities can sometimes be masked by the 
signs of ageing. 

Weight 

The metabolism of elderly pets can change. Particularly in dogs, 
muscle is often lost while fat tends to develop. With the passing 
years, the chance of excess weight gain and obesity is often higher 
in dogs and cats. This weight gain may be noticeable as a change 
in your pet’s silhouette, so their waist is less visible and their ribs 
are harder to feel. Speak to your vet for tailored advice if you notice 
any weight gain. It is important to adjust which diet you feed and 
the exact amount you feed to meet your pet’s individual needs, 
matching their ageing status and activity level. Weighing the food 
out accurately at every meal is always recommended. 

You may also need to encourage your companion to be more 
active, even if their daily activities need to be gentler than they 
were before. For example, you can encourage your cat to play 
with toys, even if they choose to spend more time inside the 
house and cat shelving can be installed to encourage them to 
climb. Dogs can be taken for more frequent, shorter walks on the 
lead, rather than longer, less regular off-lead runs. 


Unlike dogs, once cats reach a second point in the ageing 
process (usually at around 12 years of age) they may actually 
start to lose some weight. If you notice your cat (or any pet) is 
losing weight, it is always worth getting them checked by a vet, to 
rule out any serious concerns. However, if no concerns are found, 
a higher energy diet may be recommended for cats at this point. 

Other Signs of Ageing 

Other signs include behavioural changes, alterations in sight, 
hearing and smell and changes in your pet’s coat and skin. Any 
of these changes should be reported to your vet for further 
investigation. Ageing may also bring about invisible changes to the 
kidneys, heart and other organs, so it is always worth taking your 
companion for regular senior pet health checks at the vets where 
these will be screened for. 

When will my pet start to age? 

Of course, different sized pets start 
the ageing process at different times 
in their lives. All pets will age at 
slightly different rates but changes 
due to ageing are usually seen from 
the age of seven years in cats, five 
years in large breed dogs, seven 
years in medium breed dogs and 
eight years in small breed dogs. 

Nutrition can be an excellent 
way to help support your pet 
throughout their ageing 
process, so do ask your 
specialist pet food retailer 
or vet for their nutritional A 
recommendations, which 
they will tailor to suit your 
pet’s exact needs.

ASK THE VET

My two oldest pets, a nine year 
old Yorkshire Terrier and a 
twelve year old cat, have got a 
lot of tartar starting to build up on their 
teeth. I think this is just a normal part 
of the ageing process but my husband 
wants me to take them to get checked 
by a vet. Is this really necessary? 

Dental disease is very 
common in older pets but 
this does not mean it is part 
of the acceptable ageing process. 
Dental disease can be painful for 
pets and may even make your pet 
more sensitive to developing other 
conditions. I would absolutely agree 
that the best course of action is 
to get both of your pets checked 
over by a vet. It may be that the vet 
recommends your pets have their 
teeth cleaned at the veterinary 
surgery; you will not know if this 
is the case until they have been 
checked. At the very least the vet 
will be able to show you how to start 
teaching all your pets to accept 
having their teeth brushed using 
a pet toothpaste (never use a 
human toothpaste in pets). 
Plaque and tartar build up can 
be kept to an absolute minimum 
if you are able to brush your pet’s 
teeth every day; this need not be 
as difficult as it sounds, once your 
pets get used to it! Alongside tooth 
brushing there are other ways to 
support your pet’s dental health, 
including tailored ROYAL CANIN® 
diets and other dental chews.

N o matter what David 
Walliams does - whether it's 
sketch shows such as Little 
Britain, serious acting in Agatha 
Christie's Partners in Crime or 
judging on Britain's Got Talent - it 
is obvious he is a born performer. 
Little wonder his writing is coming 
to life too, writes Jim Palmer. 

The comedian-actor-writer's 
fourth and most successful chil¬ 
dren's book Gangsta Granny has 
been turned into a stage show, 
which will tour the country over 
the next year. 

The story is of young Ben (played 
by Longfield's Ashley Cousins) who 
is bored every time he is made to 


stay at his grandma's house - until 
he finds out she was once an inter¬ 
national jewel thief and they plan 
to steal the crown jewels. 

Speaking to Vibe, Walliams - a 
former pupil at Collingwood School 
for Boys in Wallington - says: "I 
used to spend a lot of time with my 
grandmas and I'd be playing Scrab¬ 
ble and eating cabbage soup and 
I'd sometimes be a bit bored and 
thinking I would rather be doing 
something exciting. And then I'd 
ask them about something like liv¬ 
ing in London during the Second 
World War with bombs raining 
down and they would become in¬ 
credibly animated and tell these 


brilliant stories. Everyone has an 
interesting story to tell. 

"In this, Granny is an internation¬ 
al jewel thief - my grannies weren't 
international jewel thieves. 

"When you're young and you 
meet an old person, you think they 
have always been old and didn't 
have a life of adventure when they 
were younger. My grannies certain¬ 
ly did and I loved hearing about it." 

Gangsta Granny, which was first 
published in 2011, won the Red 
House Children's Book Award and 
was adapted for television, in 2013. 

Walliams says he was delighted 
to be approached by the Birming¬ 
ham Stage Company about 


bringing it to the stage. 

He says: "I've seen their brilliant 
shows before fora family audience, 
the Horrible Histories shows they 
have been doing for a long time re¬ 
ally brilliantly." 

With Walliams's flair for perfor¬ 
mance, it is easy to see how the 
story will be brought to life. 

Birmingham Stage Company's 
manager Neal Foster says: 
"Because David's background is 
very theatrical, when he writes it is 
not difficult to see how it can be 
transferred onto the stage." 

Walliams adds: "I act out all of 
the characters when I write. I came 
from writing Little Britain and 


comedy show and then you would 
write to perform so I still write in 
that way. So I do all the voices, if 
people see me when I'm writing." 

Walliams may have written the 
book, but he will not be appearing 
on the tour, instead leaving it in 
Foster's reliable hands. 

He says: "I've been involved so 
far. Neal's adapted the book into a 
play and I thought it was all bril¬ 
liant.

Buying a new home can be a lot 
more expensive than you may 
think, and there are usually a lot 
of hidden costs that can end up 
adding more than 10 per cent 
to your total property bill, 
writes Anna Francis. 

The costs that come with owning 
and running a house can often 
surprise former renters, meaning 
their budgets don't quite match 
their financial needs. 

If you don't prepare for these 
hidden costs, you may find yourself 
in financial hardship for the first 
few years as property owners, so 
make sure you take them all into 
consideration: 

Stamp Duty: Depending on the 
price of your property, stamp 
duty can end up adding thousands 
of pounds to the overall costs 
involved in buying a house. There 
are different brackets for stamp 
duty, and for properties under 
£125,000, stamp duty does not 
apply. 

Surveys and Valuations: These are 
a necessity when buying a house, 
but can completely vary in price, 
ranging from just a couple of 
hundred pounds, up to more than a 
thousand pounds. This will depend 
on the value of your property, how 
old it is, and what type of survey 


you decide to have. 

Mortgage Fees: Applying for a 
mortgage can be one of the 
trickiest parts of buying a house. 
There are lots of different 
processes involved, and with 
them come lots of different fees. 
Most mortgages will charge an 
arrangement fee, they may also 
charge an indemnity fee, and if 
you use a broker you will probably 
have to pay them a fee as well. 
Removal Company: Once you 
have bought a house and have a 
completion date, you need to think 
about moving all your belongings 
in. The easiest way to do this is 
by hiring a removals company. 
Depending on how many things 
you have and how big your house 
is, this can cost anywhere from 
around £350 to many thousands of 
pounds. 

Renovations: Some new homes will 
need work doing to them, but 
some homeowners just like to 
change things up in order to make 
their mark on their new house. The 
majority of places will need at least 
some decoration and some may 
also need a few repairs doing. This 
can all add up, and how much you 
spend will completely depend on 
what you want to do. 

Council Tax: When a property is 



occupied, the residents will need 
to pay council tax - again this 
completely varies, depending on 
where you live and how big your 
house is. Small properties in low 
cost local authorities will only 
have to pay around £100 in 
council tax, but bigger houses 
in expensive councils will find 
themselves having to pay quite 
a bit more. 


Insurance: Building and contents 
insurance can cost anywhere 
between a couple of hundred 
pounds and thousands of pounds 
a year, depending on a range of 
factors. These include what exactly 
you decide to insure, how much 
your home is worth, when your 
property was built, how secure 
your home is, and how much parts 
would cost to rebuild.
